And for- 
aſmuch as of thy meer favour and 
love thou haſt not only created us to 
thine own ſimilitudeand likeneſs, but 
alſo haſt choſen us to be heirs with 
thy dear Son Jeſus Chriſt, of that im- 
mortal kingdom which thou prepar- 
edſt for us from the beginning ofthe 
world;we beſeechtheetoincreaſeour 


faith and knowledge, and to lighten

our hearts with thy Holy Spirit, that 
we may in the mean time live in 
godly converſation and integrity of 
life, knowing that idolaters, adulte- 
rers,covetous men, contentious per- 
ſons, drunkards, gluttons, and ſuch

And becauſe thou haſt commanded 
usto pray one for another, we do not 
only make requeſt, O Loi d, for our 
ſelves, and for them that thou haſt al- 
readycalledtothetrue underſtanding 
of thy heavenly will, but for all peo- 
ple and nations of the world; who as 
they know by thy wonderful works 
that thou art God over all, ſo they 
may be inſtructed by thy Holy Spirit 
to believe in thee their only Saviour 
andRedeemer. But foraſmuch as they 
cannot believe except they hear, and 
cannot hear but by preaching. and 
none can preach except theybe ſent: 
therefore, O Lord, raiſe up faithful 
diſtributers of thy myſteries, who 
ſettingapart all worldly reſpects, may 
both in their life and doctrine only 
ſeek thy glory. Contrarily, conſound 
Satan and Antichriſt, with all hire- 
lings, whom thou haſt already caſt off 
into a reprobate ſenſe, that they may 
not by ſe&s, ſchiſms, hereſies, and er- 
rors, diſquiet thy little flock. And 
becauſe, O Lord, we be fallen into 
the latter days and dangerous times. 
wherein ignorance hath gotten the 
upper hand, and Satan by his mini- 
ſters ſeeketh by all means to quench 
the light of thy Goſpel ; we beſeech 
thee to maintain thy cauſe againſt 
thoſeraveningwolves,andftrengthen 


-all thy ſervants whom they keepin 


priſonand bondage. Letnot thylong- 


ſuffering be an occaſion either toin- 


creaſe their tyranny,or to diſcourage 
thy children; neither yet let our fins 
and wickedneſs be an hindrance =

thy mercies, but with ſpeed, O Lord, 


conſider theſe great miſeries. For thy 


peoplelſrael many times by theirſins 
provoked thine anger, and thou pu- 
niſhedſt them by thy juſt judgement;

mercy. We therefore moſtwretched 
ſinners bewail our manifold ſins, and 


. earneſtly repent us of our former 


wickedneſs and ungodly behaviour 
towardsthee:and whereas we cannot 
ofourſelves purchaſe thy pardon, yet 
we humbly beſeech thee for Jeſus 
Chriſt's ſake, to ſhewthy mercies up- 
on us, and receive us again to thy fa- 
vour. Grant us, dear Father, theſe 
our requeſts, and all other things ne- 
ceſſary for us and thy whole Church, 


according to thy promiſe in Chriſt 


Jeſus our Lord: in whoſe Name we
